G.S.R. 314(E).—Whereas certain draft rules 
further to amend the Standards of Weights and 
Measures (Packaged Commodities) Rules, 1977 
were published in Gazette of India vide Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Civil Supplies, 
Consumer Protection and Public Distribution noti¬ 
fication No. GSR 276(E) dated the 12th March, 
1993 for inviting the objections and suggestions 
from the persons likely to be affected thereby ; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette 
notification were made available to the general 
public on 18th day of June, 1993; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions re¬ 
ceived from the general public were duly consi¬ 
dered by the Central Government after consulting 
the Standing Committee on packaged commodi¬ 
ties ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Section 83 of the Standards of Weights 
and Measures Act, 1976 (60 of 1976), the Cen¬ 
tral Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Standards of Weights and 
Measures (Packaged Commodities) Rules, 1977, 
namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Stan¬ 
dards of Weights and Measures (Packaged Com¬ 
modities) Amendment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 2 of the Standards of Weights and 
Measured (Packaged Commodities) Rules, 1977 
hereinafter referred to as the said rules, in clause 
(n), after the words “Maximum or Max. retail 

price.inclusive of all taxes “the words” or 

in the form MRP Rs.inch of all taxes" 

shall be added. 
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3. In sub-rule (1) of ru'le 6 of the said rules:— 

(i) in the second proviso to clause (e), be¬ 
fore the figures, letter, and words 
‘100 g’ and ‘100 mT the figures, letter, 
and words ‘50 g’ and ‘50 ml’ shall res¬ 
pectively be inserted ; 

(ii) at the end of proviso (C) to clause (h) 

and before Explanation I, the following 
shall be added, namely ; 

“The co mmo dities mentioned at (i) to (v) 
where retaiil sale price has not been men¬ 
tioned by the manufacturer or packer on 
the package, the retail dealer shall dis¬ 
play prominently at a conspicuous place 
of the premises in which he carries on 
his retail sale, the retail sale price of 
the package for the information of con¬ 
sumer.” 

4. In rule 7 of the said rules, for sub-rule(4), 
the following sub-rule shall be substituted, name¬ 
ly 

“(4) The height of any numeral in the decla¬ 
ration required under these rules, on the 
principal display panel shall not be less 
than :— 

(i) as shown in Table-I if the net quantity 
is declared in terms of weight or vol¬ 
ume. 

(ii J as shown In Table-II if the net quantity 
Is declared in terms of length, area 
or number. 

The height of letters in the declaration shall not 
be less than 1 mm height. When blown, formed, 
moulded, embossed or perforated the height of 
letters shall not be less than 2 mm . 

Provided that the width of the letter or numeral 
shall not be less than one third of its height, but 
this proviso shall not apply in the case of numeral 
‘1’ and letters (i), (I) and (1).

“Provided that the declaration in respect of 
maximum retail price and net quantity 
shall be declared on packages contain¬ 
ing 109 to 209 or 10 ml to 20 ml.” 

10. In i be First Schedule to the said rules, aga¬ 
inst serial number 6, relating to ghee, vanaspati 


(ii) exceeds 100 millilitres but does not ex¬ 
ceed 500 millilitre in terms of 500 
millilitre; 

(iii) exceed 500 millilitre in terms of one 

litre. 

(c) where the commodity is sold by length 
measure, in terms of one metre. 

(d) where the commodity is sold by area, in 
terms of one square metre. 
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(c) where the commodity is sold by num¬ 
ber, in terms of one piece. 

Note : The subparagraph (e) shall apply to 
commodities, contained in a package where the 
commodity is such that it may be sold separately 
by number”. 

13. Any manufacturer or packer allowed to 
continue the pack sizes or any declaration thereon 
permissible immediately prior to the commence¬ 
ment of this notification shall not be allowed to 
do so beyond 180 days from the date of publica¬ 
tion of this notification in the Official Gazette.
